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AFL LAUNCHES AlisO¥% DRIVE TOASDASH BASIC FOOD PRICES AS GREEN DEMANDS RULING ON NEW WAGE POLICY 


The AFL launched an all-out drive for the 
drastic reduction of food prices following issu- 
ance of President Roosevelt's executive order 
clamping the lid down tight on wage increases. 

President William Green served notice on Eco-~ 
nomic Stabilization Director Byrnes at a white 
house conference that labor will expect the gov- 
ernment to live up to the letter and spirit of the 
chief executive's directive that the cost of living 
must not be increased and that prices for basic 
commodities be ‘‘rolled back’’ to September 15th 
levels wherever possible. 

At the same time, Mr. Green demanded of 
Byrnes a specific and official interpretation of the 
extent and nature of the new restrictions on wage 
increases. He made it clear that to avoid suffer- 
ing and unrest it is vital that such clear informa- 
tion be made available for distribution to all local 


unions. 


BYRNES ASKED TO ENFORCE PRICE CONTROLS AND TO PERMIT W AGE 


ADJUSTMENTS TO CORRECT INEQUITIES 


For instance, it was reported that the members 
of the national war labor board themselves are in 
doubt as to whether the president's order com- 
pletely bars wage adjustments to correct inequali- 
ties and inequities among various groups of 
workers and individuals, 


At a press conference in New York city, Mr. 
Green made it clear that he is in full sympathy 
with the objectives of the president's “hold-the- 
line’ program, but he declined to approve or dis- 
approve it in its entirety until labor is given 
further clarification of its provisions and con- 
crete proof that it will be justly administered. 


Nelson Favors Vacations For Workers 


Chairman Donald M. Nelson of the war production board gave his 
official blessing to vacations for war workers this year. He said: 
“J believe that the granting of wacations to industrial workers 
this year will be helpful to war produciion. Experience has 
“shown that the volume of production is increased if the workers 
can restore their energies through periods of physical and mental 
After a brief vacation a worker 


rest, change and relaxation. 


should be in better shape to contribute to the increased effort 


which our war program makes necessary. 


“But it must be realized that our war production goals this year 


are nearly twice the size of last year’s. Wartime vacations must be 
planned so as to avoid interruption of working schedules. Manage- 
ment and labor can and should plan the release of workers for 
vacations by working ahead in some departments, by. arranging for 


staggered vacation schedules, by training substitutes and, where 
necessary, by working additional overtime. There must be no shut- 
down of any department of a war production plant if that would

curtail production.

The wartime vacation will probably be briefer than usual; it should 
involve little or no travel, and where possible it should be used for

“If the inflation spiral gets out of control,’’ Mr. 
Green told reporters, “the working men and 
women of this country will suffer most. We deem 
it our duty to prevent such a catastrophe.” 

Grave concern was expressed by some AFL 
officials as to whether the office of price admin- 
istration intends to take any action to reduce food 
Will 
at existing levels. 

It was pointed out that practically every new 
price ceiling announced by OPA has resulted in 
higher prices rather than lower ones. It was 
further stated that the basic policy of the OPA 
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for some time has been one of cowardl¥ appease- 
ment of vendors while the interests of consumers 


have been largely ignored. Caught between the | 


twin problems of food shortages and ascending 
prices, the OPA has preferred to make conces- 
sions to profiteers instead of getting tough with 
them. 

For these reasons, American Federation of 
Labor officials have become convinced that the 
voice of labor must be heard in the high councils 
of the OPA and the new food administration 
headed by Chester C. Davis. President Green has 


| formally demanded real labor representation in 
| these agencies so that the interests of consumers 
can be better protected. 

At the same time AFL leaders feel that central 
labor unions in all cities should conduct surveys 
of the extent of price increases in their communi- 
ties and direct strong protests to the government 
when they obtain proof of excessive boosts. Such 
action from the localities is necessary to support 
the case organized labor is presenting to govern- 
ment leaders in the nation’s capital. 

Labor's drive for lower food prices will assume 
|even greater importance and significance if the 
| president's wage order is officially interpreted by 

Administrator Byrnes in its narrowest terms. 

Then organized labor will be able to fight for 
wage increases chiefly by fighting for lower 
prices, so that the restricted weekly pay of work- 
ers will be able to buy more.

Morgenthau and Green Launch Drive 
For New 13-Billion-Dollar War Loan : 


Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau and AFL President 
William Green jointly launched the government’s war loan 
drive to raise 13 billion dollars to finance the allied offensive 
aimed at crushing Berlin, Rome and Tokyo. 

Speaking from Carnegie hall over a aatonwide NBC radio 
hookup, Secretary Morgen- ——— 
thau called upon all workers to 
double their purchases of war 
bonds in order to hasten the 
defeat of the axis. 

In reply, President Green said: 


“As the spokesman for more than 
6,000,000 loyal American men and 
women who make up the American 
Federation of Labor, I can make 
only one response to the inspiring 
appeal just voiced by Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau—you can 
count on every last dollar above 
what it costs us to live for war 
bonds. 


“But this war has taught us that 
for the duration, at least, it is more 
blessed to lend than to spend — 
provided, of course, that we lend 
our money to the government. To- 
day unnecessary expenditures help 
Hitler. Today every dollar we can 
invest in war bonds brings victory 
and peace a moment closer. 


“Even before America was 
actually forced into this war, 
when our national defense pro- 
gram first got under way, the 
American Federation of Labor 
officially and actively enlisted 
in what was then known as the 
defense bond drive. When war 
broke out we redoubled our ef- 
forts to enroll every one of our 
members on the payroll allot- 
ment plan under which the 
worker agrees to the deduction 
of 10 per cent of his wages each 
week for the purchase of war 
bonds. This program resulted 
during the first year in the 
purchase of more than a billion 
dollars worth of war bonds by 
members of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

“Now the United States treasury 
in order to pay the costs of a vast 
offensive which we _ confidently 
hope will crush Berlin, Rome and 
Tokyo, offers the American people 
an opportunity for each of them to

Postal Workers Win Pay Raise 


Culminating a long and difficult campaign by postal unions affili 
ated with the American Federation of Labor, the Meade-O'Brien bill 
providing the first pay increase for post office employes in many 
years, was signed by President Roosevelt. 

The new law grants an average increase of $25 per month, or 
$300 per year, to postal employes in the field service, with a pro 
vision that those paid on an hourly, fee, part-time, or per diem 
basis, together with fourth-class postmasters and special-delivery 
messengers, shall get an increase of 15 per cent, or not over S300 
a year extra. 

The percentage increase for the fourth-class postmasters and 
special-delivery messengers also applies to clerks at third-class post 
offices, charmen and charwomen, substitute and temporary employes 
clerical-mechanical employes, skilled tradesmen in the mail- equip 
ment shops and rural delivery carriers serving one tri-weekly route 

Rural delivery carriers serving two tri-weekly routes are on a 
full-time basis and come under the provision of the bill provid 
ing for an average increase of $25 per month. 

Provision is also made for a 15 per cent increase in the allowance 
to third-class postmasters for clerk hire, this amount not to exceed 
$500.
